Colonel Roosevelt was In a happy 


mood this morning as he edged his 
way through the crowd at the station 
and smilingly remarked to one of his 
business associates that it seemed like 
old campaign days. 
Mrs. Roosevelt, 


Congressman and Mrs. Long-worth and 
Quentln Roosevelt came to the sta- 
tion to bid the colonel farewell. 


The colonel was disinclined at first 


to discuss politics In any of its phases 
and when told that it had been re- 
ported he was expected to mako a de- 
tailed statement this morning regard- 
Ing the letter 
to 
Mr. 
Griscom 
he 


laughed and said: 


"I, am afraid, that you are of an 


overtrustful nature. 
No, I am

going to say anything; not a word."

The colonel made it 'clear that he 
meant every word he said for he. punc- 
tuated the closing of each sentence 
with a. clap of his hands.

ing that at the moment he was more 
interested In a copy of his book on 
hunting In Africa, which his publishers 
had sent him this morning.

way to the station the colonel branded 
as false a story printed recently that 
he had sent Chairman Griscom to Bev- 
erly with an ultimatum to President

Dolores Estrada, was received at the 
state department this afternoon in a 
long dispatch from American Consul 
Olivares at Managua. It was dated 11 
p. m. Sunday. The dispatch contained 
the proclamation of Jose E>. Estrada 
to the Nicaraguan people asking for 
their assistance in bringing to an end 
the shedding of blood.

Half of Army of 600 Forest Fire 
Fighters in Northwest Unaccounted

Bedford ran ashore on the rocks of 
Quelpart island, Korea, Sunday, ac- 
cording to the report received here by 
the admiralty. The men were mem- 
bers of the engine room staff. 


The vessel lies in such a desperate 


position that there Is .practically ni 
possibility of saving her. The hull 1 
full of water' up to the engine room 
bulkhead, the water pouring In through 
gaping holes punched by the sunke' 
rocks, and the officers and crew hav 
been taken oft. The sister warships 
Mintour and Monmouth, of the Brit 
ish squadron, which anchored yester 
day near the wreck to render any as 
sistance possible, were obliged to pu 
to sea last night, owing to the heavy 
weather which prevails. 


Vessel Badly Holed. 


The accident occurred during full 


speed trials of the vessel and the cruis- 
er was evidently badly holed, since the 
deaths are stated officially to have 
been due to "the inrush oE water." The 
Bedford is an armoured cruiser of the 
so-called "County" class of 9,800 tons, 
completed in 1903 at a cost of $3,530,- 
000. 
She was armed" with fourteen 6- 


ir.ch guns, had a rated speed of nearly 
23 knots and carried a normal com- 
plement o£ 537 men.

twenty-two months of $28,637.77. 


The city's figures" and those reached by ma in the use of those of Mr. Page are sub- 
stantially the same. 


In considering the profits on this first twenty-two months of the operation of 


the ].iln:)t. it should be remembered that th? city started without any commercial cus- 
torne.r? and has had to keep up its full overhead expense while engaged in gradually 
Kitting the 1.500 customers it now Is serving.
